(cnl lie deems necessary from lime lo 
time. 

Persons conducting public eating 
plaoes, manufacturers, carriers, pro- 
ducers, distributors or other iiersoriH 
who fall lo obey the president's ordero 
Hhall he fined up to $1000 and impris- 
oned uj) to slxi years. 

Filing as a part of the records of 
the Department of State of any regu- 
lation iuued purauant to this act 
Hhnll be deemed necessary notice to 

the jtubllc. 

The act shall ccasr to Iji iu . ffect 
when the war between tho I nited 
States and Germany is terminated. 

Citing that such powers as carried 
in the bill are nteessary 'for the na- 
tional security and the common de- 
fense," the measure gives in effect 
complete control of food to the presi- 
dent. 

As existing circumstances warrant, 
the president is empowered to fur- 
ther limit, or even discontinue entire- 
ly the production and conservation of 

all food and foodstuffs.

YThat a girl should be obliged to forego the education which 
Wte and city offer her because she cannot afford clothing un- 
le to her years is not only ridiculous and disgusting but really 
jcrous. The idea that the minds of the gr6\viug generation 
inld be concentrated upon clothing to any such extent is perilous- 
' of proportion. 

W«a^g Si-Uniforms may help a little, but it creates a new 
.. ..>iu.^.\ eliminates the problem of standards of dress during 
iMShool years, but simply delays it. The girl must sooner or later 
face the question of what is right and suitable in the way of dress. . 
It is better, say some wise teachers, that the question be met and 
•olved while she t^be school to help he**. 

The teaching of simple principles of beauty iu class helps some. 
]Birt it is useless unless backed up by the example of the girh who 
ca^ afford to dress as they like. If these girls dress with simplicity, 
beauty and good sense, the others will follow. If they folldw/igUfy- 
ing fads, the othera will sacrifice everything else in life for foolish 
dress— or will lose their schooling. 

It's largely up to mothers. Half dozen mothers with good stan- 
dards and back bones can pull up a whole school.

Mr. Chester B. Lord, General Superintendent of the TjTag^r 
Electric Manufaetureing Company of St. Louis, spokf before the 
American Society of Mechanical Engineers at its ednvention upon 
the close connection between uniforms and matrimony.

Tfncle Sam himself holds stores of 
edibles. These are not alone at Army 



men of the allies? And can be sup- 
tilemant somewhat, perhaps, the 
meager fare of the friendly neutrals 
to whom the war has brought the 
pinch Of hunger? 

These are the big and vital ques- 
tions, so important to the conduct of 
the war, which the Bureau of Mar- 
kets of the United States Department 
bif Agriculture is seeking to answer 
by carrying out the war emergency 
food survey provided for by the last 
ConKrcs.s. All over the country today 
'^flrst steps are being taken to answer 
these questions. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of persons in control of food 
supplies, large and small, are filling 
out schedules mailed to them by the 
army of employees which the Bureau 
of Afarkets has assembled in Wash- 
ington to conduct the big year-end 
food inventory. Tliese schedules will 
show the quantities of more than one 
hundred different foods on hand Oe- 
oember 31, 1917, quantities on hand 
Dumber. 81, 1916,' for comparison, 
and the quantities shipped out by 
freight or express that have not been 
(ioliveroil to the consignee. To the 
totals of these figures wtll be added 
quantities held by retail food dealers 
in certain counties where store-to- 
store canvassers are being made. The 
latter Intensttve surveys will be made 
In order that the figures for the en- 
tire country can be checked. In ad- 
dition, about 40,000 selected families 
will report on special schedules re- 
garding the stocks of food on hand, 
and the ways in which they utilize 
oertain food products. These flgures 
will be used as a basis upon which to 
estimate the amount of food In the 
more tlian :;o million homes of thf 
country. When all this infornialion 
has been tabulated. 1,'ncle Sam will 
have available for the first time, sore- 
ly needed data upon w^ich to formu- 
late plans for efllcient production and 
wise use of the munition which is of 
greatest Importance in winning the 
war— food. 
On the Trail of tli<> Fond Supply 
The trail of the country's food sup- 
ply is a winding and many-branche(i 
ODO, the Bureau of Marl^eU has found 
A surprlsliit variety of dealers and 
"holders" go to make up the vast 
army of individuals and concertis that 
have In their ^hands the potential 



To every dealer and holder of food, 
the Bureau of Markets has attempted 
to mail a schedule on which the of- 
floial returns of holdings Is to be 
made. This has involved a vast 
amount of preliminary work, for be- 
fore a blank was sent out, the most 
complete list ever made of handlers 
and holers of food had to be bi^llt up 
from various sources and checked and 
reobeoked. this list now etintains be- 
tween a half and three-quarters of a 
million names, and covers concerns 
from the vast packing plants of Chi- 
cago and the great flour mills of Min- 
neapolis, to the "liole-ln-the-wall" 
shops of New York's Bast Side and 
the cross-roads stores of the Osarks. 
Food Swrey Aet Has Teetk 

The guard against my food hand- 
lers being missed by failure to In- 
clude them in the mailing Hat, the 
Bureau of Markets has sent supplies 
of schedules to Its agents throughout 
the country for distribution, and at 
the same time has announced that all 
individuals and concerns handling 
foods who do not receive schedules 
through the malls by January 2, will 
bo expected to apply to the local 
agencies for copies. Congress put 
teeth In the act authorising the mak- 
ing of a food survey by providing that 
persons wHlfuUy failing to make re- 
turns when called upon, or willfully 
making incorrect returns, will be sub- 
jected to a fine of not more than $1,- 
000. or imprisonment for not more 
than one year.

It 
needs only a small piece of meat to 
give flavor to a hearty dish. 

Don't think that you Must eat a lot 
of moat to bo strong. Meat is good to 
help build up the body, but so are 
many other foods. 

In these dishes part of your build- 
ing material oomes fro mthe more ex 

pensive meat and part from tlie 
cheaper peas, beans, hominy, and bar 
ley. The little meat with the vege- 
tables and cereals will give your body 
what it needs. 

Savory Stews 

Try them. They can be a whole 
meal and a nutritious one. These rs- 
cipes serve Ave people. 

Here Is an English stew that Is es' 
peolally good; 

Hot Pot of Mutton and Barley 

1 pound mutton, H cup pearled bar- 
ley, 1 tablespoon salt, 4 potatoes, 3 
onions, celery tops or other season- 
ing herbs. 

Cut the mutton In small pieces, and 
brown with the onion In fat cut from 
meat This will help malce the meat 
tender and Improve thd flavor. Pour 
this Into a oovered saucepan. Add 2 
quarts water and the barley. Sim- 
mer for 1% hours. Then add the po- 
tatoes cut in quarters, seasoning 
herbs, and seasoning, and cook one- 
half hour longer. 

Beef Stew 

1 pound beef, 4 potatoes cut in quar- 
ters, peck peas or 1 chn, 1 cup car- 
rots out up small, 1 teaspoon salt. 

Cut the meat in small pieces and 
brown in the fat fram the meat. Sim- 
mer in 2 quarts of water for 1 hour. 
Add the peas and carrots and cook for 
one-half hour, then add the potatoes. 
If canned peas are used, add them 10 
minutes before sarvlng. Serve when 
potatoes are done.
